BUY THE LADDERS. 
The Capital of this morning has 
a timely article on 
the 
need of 
additional equipment for the lire 
company. 
The Capital quotes Chief Willis 
as saying that the disastrous fire of 
last Wednesday morning could have 
been confined to the Walmsley build­ 
ing and speedily extinguished if the 
company had been supplied with a 
couple of twenty-foot ladders. 
Chief Willis IS a gentleman who 
knows h’ s business and is not given 
to talking recklessly, and what he 
says will be taken as conect by the 
general public. 
Taking for granted, therefore, the 
need for the additional equipment, 
the D e m o c r a t believes the council 
should purchase it without delay. 
A few ladders and a light wagon 
will only cost a few hundred dollars, 
but they are the tools which are 
needed at every fire. 
The city maintains a fire com­ 
pany— and a 
good 
one, 
too— at 
considerable expense, and pays out 
thousands of dollars every year for 
a water supply. 
The efficiency of the company 
should not be lessened for the lack 
of a hook and ladder outfit. 
The D e m o c r a t understands that 
the costly aerial truck matter has 
been dropped, and believes it is 
best for the city to abandon the 
purchase of this costly jiiachinery 
and invest a few hundred dollars in 
the 
tools 
that 
are 
needed 
at 
every fire. 


T h e r e is no occasion for divis­ 
ions among democrats on the silver 
question. 
Nothing is clearer than 
that the democratic party is com­ 
mitted to bimetallism, 
and there 
can be no real bimetallism without 
the coinage of both metals without 
discrimination against either. 
This 
is a fundamental proposition con ­ 
cerning which there can be little 
dispute among democrats.

At the end of 1893, tho public and 
priv ate sav ing s banks of Prance had 
more than eig ht million depositors, 
and the amount standing to thek* 
credit was three and three-quarters 
billioTi francs. 
Y et this v ast sum— 
about equal to the net public debt 
of the United States—was made up 
of little accounts which av erag e but 
four hundred and sixty francs, or 
ninetv -two dollars each. 
•/ 
To sav e money is one of the les­ 
sons taug ht in French schools. 
A 
sav ing s-bank book, 
with a « mall 
sum to the credit of the owner, is a 
prize commonly giv en to a brig ht 
pupil, in cases when an American 
school would g iv e the money out­ 
rig ht, or a book, or a 
bicycle. 
Moreov er, millions of French people 
w’ho do not trust the banks hav e 
money sav ed in old stocking s and in 
discarded teapots. 
The accumulation of sav ing s by a 
community 
is 
doubly 
beneficial. 
The person who sav es has some­ 
thing laid by “ for a rainy dajq” and 
the community has a fund which can 
be lent at home. 
W^’heri 
sav ing s 
banks exist and are generally pat­ 
ronized it is not necessary for the 
p'^ople to look to capitalists in other 
states for money to be borrowed on 
mortg ag es 
at 
exorbitant 
rates. 
They can borrow of the local bank, 
and can hav e the satisfaction of 
feeling that the interest they pay 
g oes to their own neighbors. 
This has betni the experience not 
only ill the large cities of the east­ 
ern states, but also in the factory 
towns where sav ing s banks are es­ 
tablished, and where a v ast majority 
of the depositors are the “ hands,” 
who work for an av erag e v ^age of 
not much more than a dollar a 
day. 
In some parts of the country—pos­ 
sibly tho form of endeav or is more 
common than we suppose it to be— 
there is a systematic eilort to teach 
the poorest people to sav e. 
We 
hav e in mind a friendly society made 
up of ladies, each one of whom has 
taken under her ov ersig ht three or 
four families in which the father is 
a drunkard, or the mother a widow, 
or where 
there are many young 
childnm.. 
The lady v isits each family once a 
■ week, makes all the members 
her 
friends, and 
encourages them to 
sav e something and intrust it to 
her. 
Ten cents, or a quarter, aiiy- 
thing wliicli the family can spare, is 
accepted. A careful account is Icept, 
and when the coal suprdy runs short 
there is money on hand to pay for 
it. 
We know of an Irish family, con­ 
sisting of widow and hv c or six 
v’erv 
young 
children, 
who 
were 
receiv ing pauper 
relief 
at 
the 
time 
this 
system 
was 
applied 
to their case, 
and who are now 
almost independent. 
The boys are 
doing well, 
earn their own liv ing 
and support their mother. 
More­ 
ov er, 
tliey hav e learned to sav e. 
The mother 
no long er needs the 
weekly v isit, but she still sends her 
sav ing s to the lady who first had 
charg e of her case. 
Of course, there are many people 
who cannot sav e, but there are more 
who do not sav e because they think 
they cannot. 
What we hav e said is

In Germany the eyes of children 
have to be examined by an oculist 
appointed by the government for 
that purpose, 
and they are not al­ 
lowed to enter school it their eyes 
are imperfect, 
'vithout glasses to 
correct the same. 
It is claimed that a high ilegree 
of culture and civilization is respon­ 
sible for defective vision and fre­ 
quently blindness. 
Farsightedness 
can not be corrected too early in 
life; it is a congenital defect and 
will never be outgrown, 
as most 
people think. 
However, it seems 
absurd to the parent that glasses are 
necessary when the child or young 
adult can see and get along without 
them. 
Dr. Tucker says that eye strain is 
unquestionably one of ihe most fre- 
([ uent causes of sick headaclie; liiat 
if in all cases of chronic headache 
the physician would first send his 
patient to the occulist before trying 
other remedies he would save very 
many people years of siiffering.
